make large purchases of silver 
with the object of establishing a 
silver staudard. This intelligence, 
if true, is in the highest degree im- 
portant, If Russia could su:cess- 
fully resume specie payment on a 
silver basis an immenae demand 
would be created for the white 
metal which would at once expose 
the weakness of the gold monome- 
tallic argument that |he demonzeti- 
zation of silver was rendered nec- 
essary by its growing abundance. 


A demand for $100,000.000 worth | 


of silver by Russia would have the 
effect of seuding silver up to more 
than $1 29 an ounce and would in- 
stautly expose the falsity of the es- 
seriion that Germany has a large 
stock of silver ready to dump oD 
other countries. Iustead of getting 
rid of silver, should Russia make 
the move outlined above, Germany 
would be grabbing for more of the 
white metal. 


~\ It is now lesrved that the origin

Unquestionab'y such a quarrel 
would not have culminated in a 
riot in which Chileans, police and 
all scemed to take ahand unless 
there had been latent hatred of 
Americans. At any rate, enough 
is known to warrant the United 
States tenaciously adhering to its 
demand for an apology and re- 
paration. If our country fails in 
this respect imitators of Chili will 
be bound to spring up, for, dis- 
agreeable as the fact may be, it is 
certain that our constantly increas- 
ing prosperity is exciting jealousy 
and hatred which will be sure to 
take the form of injury and insult 
if we do not insist upon being 
respected.

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AN AMERICAN TRAVELER 


One Who Never Paid Anything 
for Transportation. 


He Had Eaten at the Expense of Many 
of the Leading Hotels Throughout 
the Country—His Trick on « 
Railway Official. 


He is o ¢>-at traveler, says the Nash- 
Vitis ..o3" 7 RB. 

There is a man in Nashville who has 
traveled tae length and breadth of the 
United States, from Maine to Mexico, 
from New York to San Francisco, and 
did not pay a dime for his passage, and 
he rode half the way in a first-class pas- 
senger coach, the other half in box cars 

as ‘blind 

wat present this siestoiratcbod traveler 
is registered at the work house. 

Everybody in Nashville knows him, 
especially the policemen. A reporter 
called on the traveler recently and 
found him in a mood to recite various 
reminiscences, some of them of thrill- 
ing interest. 

“I reckon,” said he, “I am about 
as well known in the big cities of the 
country as the president, and when the 
authorities of the place hear I am com- 
ing on a visit they receive me with open 
arms, although they don’t have a brase 
band to play martial music and have 
me ride in a carriage. The mayor 


doesn’t make a speech of welcome, but 


the address of the police judge is im- 
pressive when he scowls at me and 
_ jerks out: ‘Thirty days on the rock pile.’ 

‘There's a secret in getting about the 
country on your face, and even when 
it’s known some fellows haven’t sense 
enough to work the racket. Every 
time I leave Nashville I rig up in a new 
suit, and get a pass to some town about 
forty or fifty miles away. I never fal) 

in with a crowd of bums, for it’s always 
best to travel by yourzelf. 

“‘When I start from one town to an- 
other I generally strike the cannon-ball 
trains and find out what kind of a crew 
they carry. If it’s a good set of men | 
ride between the mail-car and tender. 
If the trainmen are ‘tough’ on a fellow 
I crawl up under the trucks and hang on, 
orsometimes I get ontop of a passenger 
coach and lie down by the lights. Rid- 
ing the trucks is dangerous, and if a 
fellow don't know how it’s done he's a 

cner. You have to cramp yourself up 
ia a peculiar position, hold your feet up 
and never move during the ride. Some- 
times I ride the brake-rods. That’s the 
easiest and safest way to travel when 
you're out on the beat. I get a plank 
with a nail in each end, so it won't slip, 
put it under the rod and straddle it. 
When I get in the passenger coach I 
put up a pitiful tale about being an un- 
fortunate railroad man and having lost 
my papers, and | generally get my 
ride. 

“I made fifty dollars once, and it 
was the easiest money that ever came 
into my hands. Maj. Clarfee was the 
passenger agent of the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe road, and I went to 
him in Fort Worth, told him I was an 
unfortunate and I wanted to get out of 
town. He gave me a pass to some 
point about thirty miles up the road 
and I left that o.wht. When I went 
into the coach who should 1 see but 
Maj. Clarfee. He motioned for me to 
have a seat by him, and c@®mmenced 
usking about me and how I man- 
aged to get about. ‘Why, major,’ I 
said, ‘I have traveled over your road a 
thousand times and never paid a cent 
or had a pass, nor beat my way.’ At 
this the old man pricked up his ears, 
for he thought he would catch some one 
of his conductors at some underhand 
trick. 

“**How do you do it?’ the major asked 
me. 

** *That’s a secret,’ said I. 

“‘I'll give you twenty dollars to put 
me on to it.’ 

***Make it fifty,’ said I. 

“*Done,’ and he passed over the 
money. 

‘***Well, major, I walk.’ 

“He saw I had him and he didn't 
kick,-but he cocked his eye and looked 
at me along time. When I get hungry 
I goto the biggest hotel in the city, 
give the clerk a pitiful song and dance 
and I get a square meal. Sometimes 
they take me up in the dining-room, 
and sometimes they give me a hand- 
out. I have eaten at the Palmer house 
in Chicago, at the Ponce de Leon in St. 
Augustine, at the Fifth Avenue in New 
York, and, in fact, the finest hotels in 
the country on that scheme. 

“The life is a checkered one, but I 
like it, and I guess I will always be a 
bum.”

his tabi>. 

The roots are carved into fantastic 
images, shaped into divining blocks to 
guess the will of the gods, or cut into 
lantern handles and canes. The taper- 
ing culms are used for the props of 
houses, the framework of awnings, the 
ribs of sailseand shafts of rakes; for 
fences aud cvery sort of frames, coops 
ami cogres; » :d the handles and ribs of 
umbrstias ood fans. The leaves are 
sewed int vr. incoats and thatches. The 
sShavins and curled threads furnich 
materiel for staffing pillows, while 
parti cunply the bed for sleeping, the 
chop:iiuis for eating, the pipe for smok- 
ing, the broom for sweeping, the mat- 
tress t, lo upon, the chair-to sit upon, 
the table to ext on, the food to eat and 
the fucl to conk it witb, ete., ete. In 
fact, its uses are almost without num- 
ber. 4

Many who come to scoff remain 
to be carted away, and those who have 
religion get it again and likewise have 
need of the mule cart. So this teaming 
of precious and rigid human freight be- 
gins early-in the evening, and goes on 
until the bull-bats cease their pursuit of 
nocturnal bugs. 

The white residents are so Seriously 
affected by the melon revival, in conse- 
quence of the impossibility of getting 
any service done by the colored sisters, 
that some of them do not hesitate to 
speak impatiently of the whole busi- 
ness and declare that those who get the 
most religion also collar the most mel- 
ons from the white man’s patch; and 
now and then a sister who has seen 
many melon revivals, and is thus pre- 
pared to take a conservative view of the 
situation, replies: ‘‘Well, [ spects that’s 
so.” All of the white residents are 
looking forward somewhat impatiently 
to the closing of the melon season and 
the synchronous competition of the re- 
lirious work; not because they mind 
the loss of g few melons, but because 
they greatly need the services of those 
who at all times, barring this period of 
annual occurrence, are faithful and 
vitiued servants.
